Pact ‘Directed at Us — America Has Never 
Tamely Submitted to Intimidation,’ 
Navy Secretary Says. 


Secretary of the Navy Knox said 
today that the military alliance of 
Japan, Germany and Italy was 
“directed at us,” and added that 
“if a fight is forced upon us, we 
shall be ready for them.” | 
“We have never lost a war yet,” 
Knox told graduates of the Na- 
tional Police Atademy at the Jus- 
tice Department. 
“We are the largest obstacle in 
the path of the totalitarian Pow- 
ers,’ he added. “Should Great 
Britain fail to stem the tide of 
ever-advancing tyranny, we = shall 
find ourselves surrounded by these 
international] brigands, whose great- 
est victory would be the destruc- 
tion of the United States. . 
“An adequate navy at this time 
demands that we be able to meet 
enemies far from our own shore 
and defeat them in both oceans— 
simultaneously, if necessary. The 
conquest of Europe and the possi- 
ble successful invasion of England 
are problems we must face now, 
realistically, with swift action. 

Value of Atlantic Bases. 
“The acquisition of eight bases 
from Great Britain in exchange for 
some of-our over-age destroyers 
has moved the Atlantic theater of 
naval action 1000 miles farther 
eastward. Patrol bombers operat- 
ing from these bases working in 
co-ordination with surface _ ships 
will allow us to meet the enemy in 
mid-ocean.”

it is the most powerful, most effi- 
cient fleet in the world today, fully 
capable of upholding the American 
tradition of victory at sea.” 


Stressing the responsibility of the 
police officers to prevent sabotage 
to American defense efforts, Knox 
said that “we know there are hun- 
dreds, even thousands of saboteurs 
within our gates,” and added that 
“enemies of democracy are all 
around us.” 


Action Against “Secret Forces.” 


“We must isolate and put where 
they can do no harm those secret 
forces within our own borders who 
would harm us,” he said. 

Knox asserted that “if a chal- 
lenge comes” the navy will meet 
it on the high seas and the army 
on the battlefields and asserted 
that it was the task of the police 
“to see that no one stabs them in 
the back while they are thus en- 
gaged.” 

Referring to the German-Italian- 
Japanese pact as aimed at the 
United States, he declared: 


“America has never tamely sub- 
mitted to intimidation.” 

Knox told the class that “all of 
us are living through’ today one of 
the most pregnant hours in all hu- 
man history.” 

He referred to a possible “test” 
and added. “God knows whether 
that test will be on the field of 
battle or a test of will.”

Negotiations for purchase of col- 
lateral trust notes of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. by which the 
National City Lines of Chicago, a 
holding company, would be in a 
position to obtain control of the 
local company, are under way, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. Na- 
tional City Lines controls bus lines 
in East St. Louis and 21 other 
Middle Western communities. 
Holders of the notes, which have 
a face value of $4,200,000, can, 
through exercise of certain ex- 
change privileges, obtain working 
control of the $52,000,000 St. Louis 
company. The notes.are held now 
by a group of New York and S8t. 
Louis banks. 
E. R. Fitzgerald, president of the 
holding company, was in St. Louis 
Thursday, conferring with the man- 
agement of the Public Service Co. 
Reorganization of Public Service, 
which had been in receivership or 
trusteeship since 1933, became ef- 
fective last Nov. 16. 
Fitzgerald told the Post-Dispatch 
he was negotiating with New York 
banks to buy collateral trust notes 
of the reorganized company, which 
are secured by income bonds con- 
vertible into Class A’ voting stock, 
‘but that he did not have acquisition 
of control in mind and was not cer- 
tain that the deal would transfer 
control. 
“We're not going into it from 
that angle,” he said, “but because 
we consider the notes a good in- 
vestment. We're investigating to 
| determine whether we should make 
| the deal.” 

Cash Purchase Contemplated. 

He declined to give details but 
said a purchase for cash was con- 
templated and added that he would 
go to New York next week with 
expectation that a decision would 
be reached by the end of the week.

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CHILD REFUGEE 
SAY SHIP. PICKED 
IP GREW OF LINER 


Rescue of Seamen From 
Stricken Volendam. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
British refugee children reported 
on arrival today that their ship, 
the Empress of Australia, stopped 
en route to Canada and rescued 
the entire crew of the MHolland- 
America lines Volendam, which, 
they said, had either been torpe- 
'doed or had struck a magnetic 
mine. 

The children said they did not 


know what had happened to pas- 
sengers, if any, aboard the Vol- 
endam. (A British refugee ship, 
later identified as the Volendam, 
was reported on Sept. 1 to have 
b.:n torpedoed, but British ac- 
counts said the 320 children aboard 
were saved and returned to Scot- 
land. The Volendam later was re- 
ported undergoing repairs.) 

Crew Left at Halifax. 

The rescued crew, the children 
said, -’as left at Halifax, where 
the. Empress of Australia docked. 
The children went } y train to Mon- 
treal and from there to New York. 
The Holland-America Line _ said 
today that the Volendam had been 
“seriously damaged” either by a 
torpedo or a mine last Aug. 30, but 
that officers could not understand 
how it could have been repaired 
‘in time to have been at sea during 
‘the crossing made by the Empress 
‘of Australia. 

Although date of the Empress of 
Australia’s departure from England 
was not announced, escorts accom- 
panying the 107 young refugees re- 
marked that the children had with- 
stood a “punishing” journey of 
“three weeks” from England.

Tells British to Be Patient. 

He advised England “to be  pa- 
tient” and indicated a German at- 
tempt to land troops on the British 
Isles might require months of prep- 
aration.

H. G. WELLS DEFENDS 
INVASIONS BY RUSSIA 


Says U. S. Would Act ‘‘Almost 
as Dreadfully’ Under Simi- 
lar Circumstances. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
H. G. Wells, British author, yester- 
day defended Soviet Russia’s inva- 
sions of Finland and Poland. 
“Suppose some foreign Power 
was situated on Staten Island, a 
harmless little neutral state,” said 
Wells in referring to the Russian- 
Finnish war, “but: this little state 
was armed to the teeth with pow- 
erful guns that commanded the 
narrows and you had a theory that 
this country might be used as a 
spearhead of attack against the 
United States. I ask you what 
Uncle Sam would do? I am sure 
he would dismantle those batteries 
and I am afraid he would act al- 
most as dreadfully as Russia did.” 
The author, in an interview, de- 
fended the Soviet march into East- 
ern Poland by asserting Russia 
merely took back land awarded it 
by the “Curzon Line” in 1920 and 
which had been held’by Poland “in 
spite of the League of Nations.” 
Wells attributed friction between 
Great Britain and Russia to the 
“ignorance of statesmen of both 
nations.” 


In a copyrighted article written 
for the North American Newspap- 
er Alliance, Wells asserts the Ger- 
mans are likely to do all they can 
to drag America into the war, rath- 
er than admit the possibility of a 
straightforward defeat by Britain. 
He reiterates his statement, made 
on his arrival in the United States 
this week, that to bring America 
into. the war would be to bring 
American party politics into the 
war and its final settlement. He 
has advised the United States to 
stay out of the war. 

Wells thinks that the present 
slow growth of a rational common 
world outlook among Great Britain, 
Canada and America is a far better 
thing for all of us than a hasty 
and unstable war alliance, with 
half of America uncertain about it 
or definitely unwilling.

U. S. Members of Board Returning 

After Talks; Some Steps May 

Be Taken at Once. 

YARMOUTH, N. S., Oct. 5 (AP). 
—United States members of the 
Canada-United States Perament 
Defense Board were on their way 
home by steamship today after 
mapping definite North American 
defense measures, some of them 
possibly to be taken at once.

CLEARING OF HOUSING 
PROJECT SITE BEGUN 


Mayor Handles Crane at Cere- 
mony, Wrecks First of 166 
Old Buildings. 


Clearing of the site of the $3,- 
750,000 South Side housing project, 
which will provide living quarters 
for 680 low-income families, began 
yesterday afternoon after ceremo- 
nies at 1112 Dillon street, where 
speeches were made and the first 
of 166 old buildings on the site was 
torn down. 

Demolition work officially got un- 
der way when Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann took over the controls of 
a power crane, which was decorated 
brightly with colored streamers, and 
Swung a 1500-pound weight against 
the side of a two-story structure. 
About 1000 persons were on hand. 
In his talk, Mayor Dickmann 
said erection of the housing project 
“marks another victory in our ef- 
forts to keep step with progress and 
to eliminate blighted districts that 
verge on becoming slum areas.” 
“But let us not be content,” he 
urged, “because surely this is. only 
the start of a great movement in 
St. Louis. Let us plan to work for 
more and greater low-cost housing 
projects. Let us continue until we 
have transformed all of St. Louis, 
whether it be by public funds or 
through private loans. There is no 
reason why we should tolerate a 
blighted district within our corpo- 
rate limits.” 

The site covers eight square 
blocks, bordered by Chouteau and 


Park avenues, Fourteenth and 
Grattan. streets. Razing of the 
buildings will take about two 


months and the new housing build- 
ings are expected to be completed 
by next spring. Clearing of the 
North Side area for the Negro 
housing project, in the area bound- 
ed by Eighteenth, Wash, O'Fallon 
and Biddle streets, will begin with- 
in 60 days. 


ROBOT PLANES USED 0 BOMB 
LONDON, AMERICAN BELIEVES 


Pilot Back From England Tells of 
Seeing Craft Which Seemed 
Radio-Controlled. 
ROOSEVELT FIELD, N. Y., Oct. 
5 (AP). — An American aviator 
home from London said yesterday 
he believed the Germans were 
using pilotless, radio-controlled 
planes in bombing the British cap- 

ital. 

Patrick Breen, 34-year-old New 
York pilot, hired by the British 
to “ferry” fighting ships from Eng- 
lish factories to military fields, 
described one bombing attack in 
which he saw what he believed to 
be a robot plane. 
“The plane was a twin-engined 
bomber and it was less than 5000 
feet—because I could see the Ger- 
man insignia on its tail. Anti-air-

He says the New Deal legislation “‘is 
only the current manifestation of a move- 
ment that has been steadily on its way 
in America ever since the beginning of 
regulation of the railroads in 1887.” 

But, before the New Deal, he says, 
both Republican and Democratic admin- 
istrations “did their regulating in a spirit 
of belief in the basic vitalities of the 
American economic system, whereas this 
administration is doing its regulating in 
a spirit of disbelief, suspicion, persecu- 
tion and hatred.” Isn’t that slightly 
overstatement? 

Before the New Deal, the regulatory 
| laws were few and as weak as water in 
if comparison with the general welfare 
laws of the New Deal, and, with few ex- 
ceptions, they were enforced only in such 
manner and to such extent as the domi- 
nating financial interests permitted. For 
those interests were in contro] most of 
the time, whether’ under Republican or 
Democratic administrations. 

It is not just the manner of enforce- 
ment, but; first and most essential, the 
enactment of the New Deal laws with 
teeth that has made the difference. 

Now, Mr. Willkie says he approves of 
these laws. But he and his group did 
not help to get them enacted or enforced. 
He only accepts them now because he 
sees they are popular with the people. 
He feels compelled to accept them. 

This leaves him, however, for objection 
and criticism, only the manner of their 
enforcement. And he says they are en- 
Te forced in a hateful manner. 

But the working people, the agricul- 
turists, the general consuming public— 
the mass of the people—while they may 
see mistakes, do not find hatred in the 
way the laws are enforced. 

It seems that only small groups of peo- 
ple feel that they are being hated. Who 
are they? Are they utility magnates, high 
financiers, rich protection-fed industrial- 
ists? And why should they feel they 
are hated? 

Is it simply because the Government 
insists upon obedience to laws which Mr. 
Willkie himself approves (at least for this 
election)? 

Is it a fact that small sections of our 
citizenry find it hateful to have any kind 
of regulatory law enforced if it causes 
them to operate under rules of fairness 
and with respect for the general welfare? 

In enforcing the laws, it has been 
necessary, from time to time, to spread 
before the world examples of unfair busi- 
ness practice, which may have been hu- 
miliating to some citizens ‘a high place. 

Whose fault is that? Was it hatred 
to call a spade a spade? Was it hatred 
for the Government agencies to admin- 
ister the laws as directed by the people’s 
representatives? 

There has been neither enactment of 
perfect laws nor perfect administration. 
Perfection cannot be expected, certainly 
not in economic and social justice pio- 
neering. But such efforts to keep up with 
‘ the times are nevertheless necessary.

cumstances, it is remarkable that the board has been 
able to compile its present well-nigh perfect score be- 
fore the Supreme Court. It is perhaps natural that 
some undesirable persons were kept in its service. 
So far as this is true, a house-cleaning is needed. 

But new legislation is not necessary for that. Con- 
gressional action would almost surely change the 
nature of the act—something that Mr. Willkie does 
not seem altogether to understand. 

The Wagner Act and the Labor Board have a very 
clear and limited function. The NLRB has a simple 
job of law enforcement. Congress ordered the board 
to see to it that (1) there is no interference with the 
right to form or join unions, and (2) that employ- 
ers-enter into collective bargaining with the proper 
representatives of their workers, if requested to do 
so. If there is a refusal to comply, the board must 
look to the courts for enforcement. 

There are all manner of misconceptions about this 
job, and much of the criticism directed against the 
board is based on these misconceptions. People 
blame it for failing to do all sorts of things—from 
the settling of strikes and the fixing of wage scales 
to the eradication of racketeering—that are simply 
beyond its jurisdiction. 

Once the board or its agents have seen to it that 
workers have had the opportunity to organize freely, 
and once collective bargaining negotiations have be- 


control over what may happen next. 

The board’s duties are explicit. It has no right 
to conciliate, to arbitrate, to compromise. You can- 
not compromise the right to organize, or the right to 
bargain. Conciliation, however, is highly important 
when bargaining threatens to break down. For that 
reason there has long been in the Labor Department 
a conciliation service. 

In spite of this clear separation of functions, Mr. 
Willkie, seems to have adopted the language of those 
opponents of the board who demand a “give-and-take” 
attitude on the part of its agents—a “give-and-take” 
attitude which is not in their power under the law. 

This has been a handy slogan both for straddling 
politicians and those eager to nullify the act. There 
is always merit in a plea for reasonableness and 
tact. In this case, however, the argument is usually 
a sugar-coating for some scheme to weaken the board. 
It can be pressed with justice only in so far as some 
_board agents have been over-zealous, officious, tact-

Just what kind of legislation does Mr. Willkie 
contemplate? Does he want to weaken the board's 
law-enforcement powers? Does he want to change 
it from a law enforcement agency into a mere 
checker-player against reactionary employers—a | 
gambler who may or may not be able to win some | 
point for workers? 

Some hint of the direction in which Mr. Willkie’s 
mind seems to be running may be gained from his 
statement that Federal conciliation services should 
be integrated with those of the board, and that there 
should be a “cool-off” period before a strike may 
be called. In barest outline, that is the gist of 
young Gov. Stassen’s Minnesota labor law—an act 
that is little short of a one-sided compulsory arbitra- 
tion law. Mr. Willkie has seen much of Gov. Stassen 
during this campaign. 

The labor policy of a national administration is 
today a matter of vital importance. It is more than 
a concern of employers and employes. Because of its 
direct effect on production costs and purchasing 
power, it concerns our whole economy—to say noth- 
ing of its effect in preventing strikes and civil strife. 

The Wagner Act is a definite effort to remove 
causes of strife and to promote industrial justice 
by holding even the scales between employer and 
worker, It is a great experiment—and, in the main, 
a successful one—in adopting the democratic princi- 
‘ple to the Machine Age. Therefore the voters must 
know Mr. Willkie’s real attitude toward it. Despite 
blanket approval, does he, perhaps, disapprove of its 
essentials? Is his proposed administrative reform 
legislation perhaps a very different fish? 

His own speech has raised these doubts. Let him 
devote another to settling them, if he will. 
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THE SWASTIKA AT THE BRENNER. 

Hitler and Mussolini yesterday met once more in 
that rocky vale of castles and convents that is the 
Brenner Pass. What they discussed at their border 
meeting in the high Tyrol has not been announced. 

It would seem certain, however, that this was 
more than a ceremonial designed to impress the 
world with the might of the Axis. A previous meet- 
ing at this way-stop on Europe's ancient highway 
was the signal for the end of the “phony” war. 

It is perhaps significant that yesterday's confer- 
ence came after the announcement of the three-Power 
pact with Japan, and after the Axis conversations 
with Spain’s Serrano Suner. It would seem to be 
significant, too, that Colonel-General Wilhelm Keitel, 
chief of the German. high command, participated in 
the conversation. Apparently, more matters than 
those for diplomats were discussed. 

Speculations about this meeting of the Duce and 
the Fuehrer, and about Signor Gayda’s cabalistic 


speculations until the Axis partners reveal their de- 
cisions through action. 

So it may be just as well to speculate about a 
symbol that many a tourist saw in the Brenner. On 
one of its highest crags was painted a huge white 
hooked cross—facing Italy. That was anything but 
a symbol of good will. Did it serve as a backdrop 
for yesterday’s meeting? 
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ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT’S COMMISSION. 

The appointment of Elliott Roosevelt to a captaincy 
and a desk job in the Army Air Corps is being greet- 
ed by young men of draft age over the country with 
characteristic American humor, by organizing I- 
Want-to-Be-a-Captain-Too clubs. And certainly the 
soft, safe $360-a-month job won by the President’s 
son, as compared with the hard training and pos- 
sible danger that will be the draftees’ lot, at $21 per 
month, merits this ridicule, not to mention the sting- 
ing words of other critics. 

What conceivable justification is there for such an 
appointment? <A captaincy in the Army Air Corps 
Reserve is ordinarily a high reward for long service 
and distinguished ability. Commissions are sup- 
posed to be issued only after rigid examinations by 
army boards. The Reserve Corps does contain spe- 
cialists from civilian life, and a captaincy indicates 
eminence in the particular field. Elliott Roosevelt is 
miles from being an expert or a specialist. He has 
spent most of his business career in radio, and, as 
Maj.. Al Williams pointed out yesterday, has merely 
“dabbled in aviation.” He is by no means prepared 
for the exacting work of the Procurement Division. 

In another respect, the appointment is even more 
undesirable. The draft has been declared the height 
of democratic procedure, in summoning rich and poor 
alike to serve their country. If the idea now gets 
around that sons of influential and wealthy parents 
are to be sheltered from the draft in swivel-chair 
jobs, the result will be harmful to national morale. 
Even if Capt. Roosevelt were a Wizard in aviation, 
the precedent would be bad. 

Somebody blundered> grievously in this affair. 
First, young Roosevelt blundered in accepting the 
post. The officer or board that gave it to him also 
blundeted. The President, who has often been em- 
barrassed by the unpredictable indiscretions of this 
son, has again been placed by Elliott in an em- 
barrassing position. He ought to do something 
about it. He ought to read the riot act to Elliott and 
compel him to forfeit his unearned commission. 
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LOVE FEAST. 
One of the most beautiful love feasts.in’years was 
held at North St. Louis Turner Hall Thursday eve- 


Louis dropped old scores for the moment to plead 
for party victory in November. Cheek by jowl—well, 
anyway, in the same hall—were Mayor Dickmann 
and Mr. Igoe, Mr. Hannegan and Mr. Priest.

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was mere happenstance. It was not. planned that 
way. And if Mr. Igoe didn’t want to pose for a pic- 
ture shaking hands with the Mayor, that may be 
put down to the former’s natural reserve. Mr. Han- 
negan seized upon the happy occasion to announce 
that Mayor Dickmann will run for a third term 
next spring. If Mr. Priest felt a painful twinge 
starting from his medulla oblongata and branching 
south, he didn’t blink an eye. So shines a harmonious 
political meeting in a mad world!

DR. BUTLER’S ULTIMATUM.

The distinguished head of Columbia University, | 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, has told members of | 
his faculty to resign if their convictions are against | 
the university's policy in this world crisis. He said | 
the university had thrown its resources into the na- 
tional defense effort and had enlisted in the war | 
“between beasts and human beings.” He denied | 
that academic freedom meant the privilege to use the | 
prestige of a university connection to undermine the | 
university's basic principles and practices. 

Is it not rather unusual for a university president | 
to demand absolute uniformity of thought among the | 
members of his faculty? In time of war, when na- | 
tional safety demands a completely united effort on | 
the part of all citizens, it might be necessary to 
warn university professors and others that -nothing | 
is permitted that might impede victory. At such | 
a time, however, the patriotism of the American | 
people is guaranty of loyalty, and the regularly con- | 
stituted authorities can be trusted to guard against | 
spies, saboteurs, traitors and the lunatic fringe. | 

The country is not yet at war. Both President | 
Roosevelt and Mr. Willkie have pledged that the na- 
tion is not going to war in Europe. Both national 
platforms embody that pledge. Under the ciréum- 
stances, would a Columbia professor who called atten- 
tion to these pledges and expressed himself as op- 
posed to intervention, would such a professor be 
forced to resign from Columbia? Is opinion as to the 
future course of the United States barred at one of 
our greatest universities? 
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Douglas Corrigan is now in the plane-building busi- 
ness, Let’s hope “Wrong Way” builds them the right 
way.. . 

POLITICAL PROPHECIES OF DOOM. 

Mr. Willkie, speaking at Youngstown, O., the other 
day, made a sweeping prophecy of disaster. If the 
Roosevelt administration is re-elected, he said, “no 
social security will ever be paid because this nation 
will go bankrupt.” 

Forecasts of doom seem to have become a fixed 
habit of Republican candidates. In his peak oratori- 
cal effort of the 1932 campaign, at Madison Square 
Garden on Oct. 31, President Hoover saw grim dis- 
aster ahead. If the Democrats won the election and 
then reduced the protective tariff, he said, “The 
grass will grow in the streets of a hundred cities, a 
thousand towns; the weeds will overrun the fields of 
millions of farms.” 

Col. Knox, now Mr. Roosevelt's Secretary of the | 
Navy, also had dark tidings to impart in 1936. At | 
Allentown, Pa., on Sept. 5, and again 10 days later | 
at Helena, Mont., he sounded this alarm: “Under the 
present policies of this administration, no life insur- 
ance policy is secure, no savings account is safe.” 

The majority of voters in ’32 and ’36 failed to take 
fright from those gloomy forebodings, and time 
chalked up the prophecies in the error column. Now 
the question arises, Is Mr. Willkie going to prove a 
more successful prophet of doom than his two prede- 
cessors?

Trying to police Pacific while guarding Atlantic coast spreads our 
forces too thin and will cost billions, Gen. Johnson says; policy, 
fallacious in both strategy and economics, involves untold risks;

HAT are we doing and risking in Asia? 
The bulk of our great navy is not be- 
tween us and Hitler. It -is almost as 
far away to the west of Hitler as it could 
go on the round globe without getting closer 
to him from the eastward. That seems to 
be a strange way to stand guard. 

Let’s ask one fundamental question: What 


_is this philosophy going to cost us, and is 


it worth that cost”? 
No man is bold enough to count the whole 
cost of mobilizing this country for total 
war-—-to defend the Atlantic, to dominate 
the Pacific as far as Asia and the East In- 
dies, to police this hemisphere from the 
North Pole to Antarctica. Gen. Marshall tes- 
tified that the latter task alone will require 
a standing army of between 3,000,000 and 
4,000,000 men. Admiral Leahy has said that 
to defend the Philippines will require us to 
triple our navy. Gen. Marshall also testified 
that to match even Germany’s land equip- 
ment would cost us 100 billion dollars. 
OK. For our defense we shall hesitate 
at no sacrifice, but the cost of an aggressive, 
rather than a defensive, policy in the Pa- 
cific, if stoutly challenged, is a principal 
item, if not the controlling cost, of this lim- 
itless, almost unimaginable expenditure. 
The Philippines are a hostage to Japan— 
a wholly indefensible salient. It would be 
far more difficult to defend them against 
Japan than it would have been for Britain to 
help Poland. The whole project of main- 
taining force in the Pacific for the military 
defense of the Philippines is a grotesque ab- 
surdity, and yet that is a principal reason 
why our fleet fails now to stand between us 
and Hitler and why we are getting ready to 


spend tens of billions to retrieve that failure. 
« a cl 
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An argument for our feckless adventure 
in the Pacific and strategic carelessness in 
the Atlantic is our trade interest and in- 
vestment in the Orient in general. 

We have an important trade interest in 
the Orient, but it isn’t China, where our 
total investment is less than $250,000,000, our 
total trade, both export and import, less than 
$80,000,000. These figures, in terms of our 
total trade, are chicken feed. 

Our real trade in Asia, and one of the most 
important elements of our trade in the 
whole world, is with Japan. That is one 
of our principal outlets for cotton, on which 
the whole economy of our threatened and 
impoverished South still depends. 

The afgument is that the Japs may seize 
the British, French and Dutch possessions 
in the Pacific and cut us off from our sup- 
plies of strategic raw materials. 

There is enough of them for everybody. 
It ¢ertainly would be a Solomon of a piece 
of economic administration, if the Japs 
should get these sources, for them to cut off 
the American market.

In 1942 With Funds Already Voted 


Factory Expansions 


U. S. Aircraft Industry Certain of Necessary 


as Result of Congres- 


sional Appropriations at This Session. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP).— 
Defense officials estimated today) 
that Congress had appropriated suf- 


ficient funds to assure the aircraft 
industry of plant expansions neces- 
sary to reach a@942 production goal 
of 36,000 warplanes a year. 

When the $1,482,000,000 defense 
bill passed this week is signed by 
President Roosevelt, a total of $273,- 
000,000 will be available for that 
purpose. Contracts for additional 
facilities will be signed within two 
weeks after the bill becomes law, 
officials said. 

Exactly how the money will be 
spent, however, is yet to be decid- 
ed. Some of it may be used to 
build Government plants, or all of 
it may be used to underwrite addi- 
tions to existing private factories. 

Tripling of Output Sought. 

The objective of the expansion 
program, officials said, will be to 
triple the present production rate 
of planes and motors to obtain a 
monthly output of 3000 fighting 
craft by April of 1942. 

Army officials estimated existing 
airplane plant floor space at 10,000,- 
000 square feet. The defense bill 
provides $90,000,000 in cash and 
$90,000,000 in contract authoriza- 
tions—a total of $180,000,000—which 


will add about 15,500,0002square feet. 
From previous appropriations for 


munitions: plant expansion, the 
army has set aside $93,000,000 in a 
reserve for aircraft factories, which 
add 8,000,000 square feet 
more, at the above rate. 

All told, those expansions would 
give the industry 33,000,000 square 


feet of factory room, plus tools, ma- 
chinery and utilities—more than 
‘three times its existing capacity, 
not including plant units being 
financed by British money. 

Major-General George H. Brett, 
chief of the Army Air Corps mate- 
rie] division, “told a House Ap- 
propriations subcommittee recently 
that the $180,000,000 would enable 
the industry “to meet the program 
for which Congress has appropriat- 
ed money’—that is, the 18,000-plane 
army program for which contract 
‘signings were completed this week. 

Experts said that out of the neces- 
sity for delivering these planes on 
schedule grew the industry’s goal 
of a rate of 3000 a month—36,000 a 
year—by April, 1942. 

Financing of Expansions. 

Most of the private plant addi- 
tions, manufacturers are reported 
to have advised the War Depart- 
ment will be financed initially by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration or by banks. The manufac- 
turers will put up Government con- 
tracts as their guarantees, and the 
War Department then will repay 
the costs over a five-year period at 
20 per cent a year. 

Such a repayment plan, winich 
would give a manufacturer the op- 
tion of buying the plant at ap- 
praised value at the end of _ five 
years, has been drafted bythe De> 
fense Commission, to which Con- 
gress gave responsibility for allo- 
cating the $180,000,000 fund. 

Firms able to do so may use their 
own resources to expand their 
plants, leaving Government money 
for others.

Brazil sprawls just below the Equator over an area even 
greater than that of the United States. Brazil is a part of 
the Western Hemisphere, of course, but by steamer Brazil's 
metropolis, Rio de Janeiro, is 12 days from New York and 
only 10 days from Gibraltar. 

Perhaps that accounts in part for some of the interest 
centered now in this largest of our southern “’good neigh- 
bors.’ * 

The thing that impresses one about Brazil is its vastness, 
the vastness of Brazil’s products, the vast range of her 
climatic and geographical conditions and above all the 
vastness of her undeveloped resources. 

The map gives a few of the impressions that an energetic 
traveler might gain by months of journeying by steamer, 
rail, auto and horseback. Today, however, one could tra- 
verse much of this wide land by American planes that link 
South America with the United States. 

Brazil is divided in three parts. 

First there is the Amazon valley. The Amazon is the 
longest river in the world. It carries a flow of water that 
makes the ocean fresh out in the Atlantic beyond sight of 
land. Liners traverse the Amazon to the old rubber capital 
of Manaos, 850 miles upstream. Lesser ocean vessels go 
up 2300 miles. 

Rubber trees grow wild in the valley. There the rubber 
producing industry flourished until energetic Europeans 
transplanted trees to the East Indies and grew rubber even 
cheaper. Myriad other trees also grow in the valley, form- 
ing the world’s largest, densest rain forest. The damp heat 
is enervating, but experts say the white man’s health can 
be preserved there as well as under controlled conditions 
along the Panama Canal. Most of the present residents 
of the valley are Indians. 
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Still not fully explored, the valley is a place of myth. 
Never a source of gold like the high Andes, that bound it 
on the west, it likely will produce more wealth one day 
than all the mines of the Incas. 

Second is the region of the high plateau. 
larger than Argentina and it has been called the “‘real’’ 
Its altitude counteracts the tropic sun and much 
of it is a pleasant land. Snow falls on occasion in the south. 

On these highlands Brazil grows coffee to supply the

world, raises great herds of livestock as well as cotton, 


cocoa, corn and many another crop. 


It is said that Brazil 


can grow practically any food crop on earth but that only 
3 per cent of the arable soil is cultivated. 


Third among the regions is the coastal plain. 


It is nar- 


row, hemmed in by mountains that prevent easy access 
from the sea to the highlands. 
Brazil's greatest cities, including Rio de Janeiro. 

There Brazil plans to build a 45-million-dollar steel 
plant with the help of American money to utilize some 
of the unworked iron ore that lies close to the surface 
nearby, the greatest undeveloped deposits known anywhere. 


Many factors draw Brazil close to the United States. 
The war, of course, has severed normal communications 
with her two best European customers, Germany and Great
